Insurgents Driven from 
Santa Cara. 


Crinding of Cane Will Now be 
Undertaken. 


This is Likely to Prove a Severe 
Blow to the Cuban 
Rebels. 


Copy of an Order Issued from the 
Invading Army’s Headquarters. 
Spain Preparing Claims 
Against Venezuela. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Nov. 20.—(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) Ip official circles it is said 
that Maceo and Gomez, described re- 
spectively as the “arm” and “head” of 
this rebellion, believing that the insur- 
rection cannot continue if it is possible 
to grind sugar in the province of Santa 
Clara, where the. planters are in sym- 
pathy with the government, decided to 
invade Santa Clara. But, it is added, 
the energy displayed by Gen. Campos 
has compelled the two insurgent lead- 
ers to recross the Zaca River, and it is 
Officially stated that they are now no- 
where within the borders of the prov- 
ince of Puerto Principe, or the province 
of Santa Clara, 

Continuing, it is stated that the pro- 
ducing people of the province of Santa 
Clara are now confident of being able 
to grind their sugar-cane and are con- 
sequently backing with all their efforts 
the government and captain-general 
against the insurgents. . 

DEALING WITH CUBA. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—It can be 
definitely stated that in dealing with 
filibusterers against Spanish authority 
in Cuba, the United States will not take 
any action, for the sole purpose of se- 
curing delay in restoring arms to mas- 
ters of vessels, which, upon arrival have 
been acquitted of the charge brought 
against them. Recently a United States 
attorney instituted a proceeding for 
libel against a suspected vessel, which 
was dismissed be@ause of some tech- 
nical irregularity, Today he was in- 
structed by the government to reinstate 
the proceedings and prosecute it, if, in 
his opinion, there Was reason to believe 
that a judgment for the government 
could be recovesed. No 
should be instituted nor’ urned _ to 
the docket merely for the purpose of 
detaining arms, of men, or vessels. 
The duty and object of the govern- 
ment, this high authority declared, was 
the observance and enforcement of the 
laws with rigid impartiality. 

The following is a copy (translation) 
of an order believed to be authentic 
and issued from the headquarters of a 
portion of the insurgent forces operat- 
ing partly in Santa Clara and partly 
in Matanzas: 
“Liberating Army of Cuba, Fifth 

Corps of the Army, First Brigade. 

“In accordance with orders of the pro- 
visional government, and to the end 
that no one may allege ignorance, I 
hereby make known to the sugar manu- 
facturers, cane planters and proprie- 
tors of this zone under my command: 

“First—The buildings and canefields of 
all plantations will be considered and 
respected, provided no work is given 
to any able-bodied laborer, nor. the 
operations of grinding commenced. 

“Second—When there are no fortifi- 


-eations nor forces located in the same 


for their protection. 

“Third—A term of ten days, to expire 
on the 12th inst., is hereby granted for 
the suspension of all works, if com- 
menced, the destruction of the fortifi- 
cations which may exist and the with- 
drawal of troops, if any, from the same. 

“Fourth—Those who contravene: this 
order will be severely punished and 


their buildings and canefields reduced 
to ashes.

Th view of the seizure of the Horsa at 
eston, Jamaica, and the capture 
of five leaders, with the expected cap- 
ture of others, the details of the ex- 
pedftionm are made public. The reports 
received here show that after a pub- 
lic meeting of Cubans in New York on 
November 9, the filibustering party 
rendezvoused at the junta headquart- 
ters, No. 66 Broadway. each man carry- 
ing a bundle, supposed to contain arms. 
Later the party met at a wharf where 
a tug-boat was in waiting. A piece of 
cloth was nailed over the name of the 
tug. It is claimed that the tug moved 
through New York harbor without 
lights, to the danger of shipping there. 
In the morning the Ho was met 
off Cape Barnegat. and the passengers, 
forty in number, transferred. 

The Horsa hed sailed from Phila- 
delphia, claiming to be ‘bound for 
Port Antonio. The party was regarded 
as of more than ordinary importance, 
as it was comminded by Gen. Fran- 
ciseo Carrillo, with Col. Joge Aquirre 
second in command. Roth of these of- 
ficers have been prominent in the dip- 
lomatic negotiations of the United 
States concerning Cuba. They were 
in session in Havana when the rebel- 
lion began, and were set free at the 
request of the American Consul at Ha- 
vana, Mr. Williams. on the ground 
that they were American citizens. - On 
bethg released they came to the United 
States. Gen, Carrillo was first appre- 
hended at Wilmington, Dela., as one 
of ‘the alleged filibusterers captured 
there, but was acquitted. With Col. 
Aquirre he planned the Horsa expe- 
dition and took command of ft. After 
the party had sailed no secrecy was 
made of the personne! of the party and 
it is from the publications of the 
junta, as to the names of the party 
that the five arrested in Cuba have 
been identified by Spanish authorities 
as members of the New York expe- 
dition. 

The arrest was made by a Spanish 
corporal and his guard, at one of the 
block-houses along the Cuban coast. 
After landing part of the men, the 
Horsa was chased by a Spanish war- 
ship, and sought shelter at Jamaica. 
oe the British authorities seized 

er. 

TWO REFUGEES. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—On the 
steamer Saratoga of the Ward line, 
which has just arrived, were two Cubar. 
refugees, named L. Alvarez and R. 
Mazzora. They were put on board the 
Saratoga at Havana and were escorted 


by two Spanish army officers, who were 


e 


responsible for their safe embarkation. 
Both gentlemen are entirely ignorant 
of the English language and refysed to 
talk through an interpreter. Their fel- 
low passengers could give no informa- 
tion as to what led to their exile. 
SPAIN AND VENEZUELA. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 26.—A special to 
the Herald from Havana says that it 
is reported here that Spain iq preparing 
to press important claims upon tne 
government of Venezuela simultane- 
ously with the demanu of Great Bri- 
tain on the same country. There is 4 
report current in this city that France 
will join Spain, as she has claims of 
her own to settle with Venezuela. 

The cruiser Alfonso Xill has satied 
for La Guayra, Venezucla. The Span- 
ish warship also left the port of Ha- 
vana hurriedly last night. Senor de 
Castro, the Spanish Minister to Ca- 
racas, who has been in this city for 
some time, was on board the vessel. 
Senor de Castro, before his departure, 
neld a conference with high officials 
here. It is_gajd that matters of great 
importance were discussed. 


CAPTURE OF A STEAMER. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Official in- 
formation has been received here of the 
capture of thé filibustering steamer 
Horsa, and the arrest in Cuba of five 
principal members of the expedition. 
A dispatch from Havana states that 
on Sunday a boat with five passen- 
gers and crew arrived from Aguedores, 
six miles from Santiago de Cuba. The 
men said they were fishermen from 
Jamaica, but afterward admitted that 
they were on the way to join the rebels 
and had thrown over their rams when 
discovered. 

Their names are: Fernandino Alva- 
rez, who had the commission of gen- 
eral from Venezuela; Ferdinando Mel- 
dez, Francisco Zaldivar, Manuel Ha- 
rotzarena, Leonardo Venet, all Cu- 
bans. As soon as the foregoing dis- 
patch was received the men under ar- 
rest were identified here as well-known 
members of the Cuban Colony in New 
York, who left that city secretly on the 
night of Saturday, November 9, board- 
ing the steamer Horsa off Cape Barn- 


gate. 
FALSE RUMORS. 

HAVANA, Nov. 20.—The rumor that 
Spanish Generals Aldave and Suarez 
Valdez had been killed and Gen. 
Luque wounded in engagements with 
the insurgents, proves untrue, as also 
is the report that Maximo Gomez, the 
insurgent commander, was drowned 
while wading across the Zaca River. 

GONZALES SURPRISED. 

PITTSBURGH, Nov. 20.—The Dis- 
patch tomorrow will publish a letter 
from its special Cuban correspondent, 
who is on the fleld near Cumanogagua, 
in which he gives details of a battle at 
Gutia, near Clenfuegos. He says the in- 
surgents, numbering 450, well-equipped, 
were defeated by 150 Spanish soldiers 
through the negligence of the insur- 
gent commander, Col. Jose Gonzales, 
who failed’ to mount any guards for 
the protection of his camp. When the 
Spanish forces, who had made a forced 
march during the night, surprised the 
camp in the early morning by ‘tring 
from an adjoinig hill, the insurgent 


officers and men fied, save only forty- 


two infantry, whom Capt. Jose Cam- 
pillo hestily organized and who kept 
the Spaniards in check for an hour, 
thus saving the disorganized retreat of 
the rest of their force from being 
turned into a slaughter. The retreat 
was later made in good order. 

Only 250 of the insurgents had come 
into camp by the next day, but it is 
not believed the missing were killed, as 
most of the fighting was between the 
forty-two insurgents and Spaniards, 
both sides well covered. The Cuban 
forces here swear vengeance on Col. 
Gonzales and he will probably be shot. 

.CAMPOS’S SON ILL. 

KEY WEST, (Fia.,) Nov. 20.—Late 
advices from Cuba say that Jose, the 
youngest son of Gen. Campos, . has 
been attacked by yel4“#w fever in the 
province of Santa Clara. Physicians 
fear the worst, Gen. Campos having 
ordered the reporter of the Madrid pa- 
pers to wire the illness to Spain. 
CONSTITUTIONAL UNION PARTY. 

MADRID, Nov. 20.—According to a 
dispatch received here from Havana, 
the Constitutional Union Party of Cuba, 
at a meeting recently held at Matan- 
zas, renewed its adhesion to the gov- 


-ernment and Gen. de Campos, and ex- 


pressed confidence that reforms would 
be introduced at the opportune moment. 

The advices from Cuba add that Max- 
imo Gomez, the insurgent leader, has 
re-issued orders for the destruction by 
fire of plantations and threatening with 
death all who assist in gathering the 
crops. The purpose of this order is to 
deprive the spanish army of means of 
subsistence in the fleld. 

A SPANISH DEFEAT. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—A special te 
the Herald from Kéy West, Fia., says 
that the passengers by the Olivette re- 
ported that the Spanish were defeated 
with a loss of 500 killed and wounded, 
in the battle of November 17.

A SWINDLER CAUGHT BY A LOS 
ANGELES GAMBLER.

beat the game. Woodworth said in his 
letter that when by use the cards failed 
to perform their mission to cheat, they 
might be replenished by a machine for 
ey the preparation, which he of- 
fered for salc.at $25 each. He also ap- 
plied the same principle to the roulette 
wheel, magnetizing the pockets both to 
repel and attract the balis. He offered 
loaded dice made to perform miracles. 
In his letter he said he did business 
only with gamblers of high standing.

Ambassadors of the Powers 
Concocting It, 


The Turks Finally Determine to 
Try to Maintain 
Order. 


U.S.S. Minneapolis Sent to the Scene. 
The Armenian Patriarch Has a 
Tilt With the Porte—An 
Advent’s Fantasy. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 19, via 
Sofia, Bulgaria, Nov. 20.—(By Athantic 
Cable.) The six representatives of the 
powers held a conference yesterday to 
discuss certain supplementary mcas- 
ures which will be recommended to the 
Porte for the restoration of omer in 
Asia Minor, and it is understood that 
some form of common action for the 
protection of foreigners. is pending. 

According to the Turkish accounts, 
the Armenians provoked the disturb- 
ances at Marsovan, and it also said 
that the American missionaries there 
were not in any way molested. Re- 
ports received here from the interior of 
Asia Minor announce fresh conversions 
of Armenian women and children to 
Islamism: 

The concentration of Turkish troops 
at Marash for the advance upon Zei- 
toun, which is still held by the Ar- 
menians in strong force, continues as 
actively as possible under the circum- 
stances. 

The commanding general declares 
that unless the Armenians of Zeitoun 
and its vicinity are subjugated within 
a fortnight, the campaign is likely to 
be both protracted and difficult, as 
heavy snows and bad roads, which are 
to be expected soon, will hinder the 
operations of the troops. 

Advices from Aleppo say that all the 
American citizens of Aintab, Orfah and 
Mardin are safe under’ the protection 
of the Turkish authorities of the places 
mentioned. 

The Turks, it now appears, are really 
om steps to protect life and prop- 
erty. 

Armenian refugees who have arrived 
here from the different provinces, from 
which they fled at the time of the re- 
cent massacre, have petitioned the pa- 
triots to assist those of their co-frelig- 
ionists who were unable to get away, 
as famine ts threatening their country, 
and say that the most terrible suffer- 
ings may be anticipated when the cold 
weather sets in. Thousands of Ar- 
menian families are without shelter. 

The Armenians ask the patriarch to 
appeal to the different countries of Eu- 
rope for money, food and clothing, as 
it seems next to impossible for the 
Turkish government to do anything 
effective in the way of assisting the dis- 
tress of the people. 

There has been some sharp exchange 
of messages recently between the Ar- 
menian patriarch, the Turkish Minis- 
ters and the foreign ambassadors. The 
patriarch was desirous of calling in 
person upon the Minister of the Inte- 
rior and other government officers for 
the purpose of placing certain com- 
plaints before them and to tender his 
services in the work .of relief and re- 
form. But, it appears, the Turkish offi- 
cials positively refused to receive him 
in audience until he shall have_ pub- 
lished an encycylical condemning the 
alleged intrigues and demands of the 
Armenians. As it has been demon- 
strated that the Turks in the great ma- 
jority of cases were to blame for the 
massacres and as the Sultan has agreed 
to the powers’ scheme of reforms for 
Armenia, the patriarch was unable to 
tssue such an encycylical, for it would 
practically admit that the demands ef 
the Armenians were not justified. 


appeal to the ambassadors and placed 
before them the strongest evidence he 
could secure regarding the massacrés 
Which have recently occurred, and 
begged them to use their influence to 
put an end to this kind of affairs. He 
was assured that everything under the 
circumstances was and would be done. 
but the patriarch was informed that 
evidence should be furnished which es- 
tablished beyond any reasonable doubt 
the fact that the agents of the Arme- 
nian Revolutionary Committee had been 
actively at work inciting the Arme- 
nians against Turkish rule and the Ar- 
menians themselves were to blame for 
a number of the outbreaks which Fad 
occurred, although this did not justify 
the bloody revenge afterward taken by 
the Turks.

The re- 
leased prisoners made the most start- 
ling statements as to their treatment, 
while in custody and tell horrible tales 
of the filthy and overcrowded condition 
of the Turkish prisons. : 

They say they were barely given 
enough food to keep body and soul to- 
gether, and that they were beaten and 
otherwise tortured daily in order to 
compel them to betray what they knew 
of the organization of the Armenian 
Revolutionary Committee.

Rustem Pasha, Turkish ambassador 
to England, died this morning.

U.S.S. MINNEAPOLIS. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.— United 
States steamship Minneapolis has been 
ordered to join the European squadron 
immediately, doubtless on account of 
the Turkish sitdation. 


The orders to Capt. Wadleigh of the 
Minneapolis are to report to Admiral 
Selfridge upon reaching Gibraltar, but, 
unless the admiral issues other orders 
by that time, the ship will make 
Smyrna her destination. This point is

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Gen. Miles, 
who commanded the Department of the 
) East during the last fiscal year, in his 
annual report says the instructions and 
efficiency of the cavalry were excellent. 
The instructions of the artillery were 
embarrassed by want of modern artil- 
lery and material, but in their absence 
the officers have made creditable ef- 
forts to keep abreast of the times. The 
general recommends that the posts be 
supplied with “sub-calibers’’ for prac- 
tice work with heavy artillery, and the 
enlistment for a long term of years of 
a special class to be trained as experts 
in artillery fire. The efficiency of the 
artillery was also excellent. 

All of the infantry in the department 
and part*of the artillery had been 
armed with the new rifle, which had 
given satisfaction except in the sighting 
and some minor defects.

Hotel, Curzon was gone, and has not 
been seen since. He also took a coat 
and vest which his room-mate had 
loaned him. Curzon left an old pocket- 
book behind which contained nothing 
but newspaper clippings, and read that 
the Jennens heirs should present their 
claim at once. On the reverse side was 
written: “The Jennens heirs, for Engle- 
wood estate, must inherit through Eliz- 
abeth Jennens, born in 1692.”

"TRAINED BOBBIES.”’ 
Chicago Police Must Henceforth be 
Athletes. 

MEGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—Chicago’s police- 
men are to be trained athletes, and if 
the plan of Dr. Joseph Hawley, medi- 
cal director of the Civil Service Com- 
mission, carries they will soon be able 
to compete physically with the “trained 
bobbies” of Scotland Yard. Dr. Hawley 
has secured the consent of both Mayor 
Swift and Chief Badenoch of the police 
department to the introduction of a 
system of athletics and drills in the de- 
partment, extensive in its scope and 
calculated to make active, athletic, 
brawny men of the officers. 
The system is to be introduced in the 
next ten days in every police station in 
Chicago, and within two weeks there 
will be a well-equipped gymnasium pro- 

vided for the exercise of the men. 

Dr. Hawley will also distribute a 
small pamphlet on hygiene for police- 
mén and they will be questioned on its 
contents at regular intervals. The 
principal object of this is to reduce the 
enormous sick-roll of the two depart- 
ments, which is now a serious menace 
to their effectiveness. It will contain 
all sorts of rules for the proper care of 
the body by men doing the kind of 
work done by policemen and firemen. 

The Chicago police department will 
be the first to inaugurate such a sys- 
tem. The only thing that approaches 
it anyway is the system in vogue in 
Scotland Yard, London. Here the of- 
ficers have a trained boxer, who as- 
sists them in the development of their 
muscles. Every man is an amateur 
boxer and this system has proven so 
advantageous that the men have been 
able to do away altogether with clubs, 
which have been for years the most 
deadly of weapons in the hands of the 
policemen with uncontrollable tempers. 
Dr. Hawley and others interested in 
the plan for Chicago hope to be able to 
accomplish the abolishment of police- 
men’s clubs in this city eventually.

ISHERMAN'S MEMOIRS 


INTERESTING TALK WITH THE 
OHIO SENATOR. | 


He is Interested in Knowing What 
Platt Would Say About the ° 
Book’s Statements. 


Ex-Senator Warner Miller Confirms 
the Published Recollections— 
The Garfield Incident. 


Appointment at San Francisco of a 
Committee to go to Washington. 
Lafe Pence and His Contract. 

The President's Message. 


(MEGULAR TED PRESS REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—Senator Sher- 
man of Qhio talked freely to a reporter 
today in regard to recently-pub- 
lished book and other matters. He said 
in part: 

“I would like to read Mr. Platt’s an- 
sSwer to what I stated concerning the 
national convention of 1888,”" he said in 
reply to a question. “The fact is I de- 
sire to know just what his explanation 
would be. It would be interesting to 
mé. Personally I have nothing against 
him, and what I stated in my book was 
without malice, and merely introduced 
as a matter of history. I felt that in 
the history I should tell things as they 
were and in a dispassionate way.” 

“Have you seen Mr. Platt since you 
arrived?” 

“I saw him at a distance only.” 

The Senator stated that he met ex- 
President Harrison and Warner Miller 
and had pleasant chats with them. He 
added that Mr. Miller came to his (the 
Senator’s) room last evening, and they 
talked over many incidents of the con- 
vention of 1888, Miller’s recollection of 
events tallied with the Senator’s. 

“The New York delegation,” added 

the Senator, “had a banquet on the Sat- 
urday night before the nomination was 
made. at the convention of 1888, and 
after Senator Miller had made a speech 
and. all agreed to support me, I fre- 
ceived a telegram to that effect. Sun- 
day intervened in the mean time, and 
Elkins and other friends of Harrison 
got Mr. Platt to agree to vote for him 
on. the first ballot Monday. The result 
is known:- I have no charges to make 
against ex-Presitient Harrison, and our 
relations are pleasant. Whatever bar- 
gains or promises his friends had made 
h d not sanction them, for he abso- 
lutely refused to appoint Mr. Platt 
Secretary of the Treasury. Promises 
may have been made in regard to the 
Federal patronage in this State, and 
that I do not criticise. Mr. Platt’s men, 
I believe, received prominence, notably 
in the collectorship. The acme of Mr. 
Platt’s ambition seems to be to hold 
the portfolio of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 
“In regard to the national conven- 
tion of 1880, when Garfield was nomi- 
nated, I saw the drift was for Garfield 
and telegraphed to my friends to swing 
the Ohio delegation for him. Garfield 
was an able and brilliant man in some 
respects, but he did not have strong 
will-power. He permitted men of 
stronger will to influence him. I well 
remémbér that after he was elected 
President and had selected Mr. Biaine 
as Secretary of State, he came to me 
and said that he would like to appoint 
me Sécretary of the Treasury, but Mr. 
Blaine thought it would be embarrass- 
ing to the other members: of Mr, 
Hayes’s Cab to ct one member 
and not themalil.” 

The Senator» laughed at. this, and 
continued: 

“TI informed him that I did not desire 
‘to be appointed Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, and announced my intention to 
betome a candidate for the Senate. 
This announcement Was a great sur- 
prise to him and to his friends, for 
they had arranged to run ex-Gov. 
Charles Foster for the Senate. But I 
would not have accepted the treasury 
appointment, even if I had not heen a 
candidate for the Senate. There was 
no great coldness between Garfield and 
myself, because I remember writing to 
him advising him to appoint Mr. Win- 
dom of the Treasury, which

“Did you hear that Gen. Alger .in- 
tended to answer you?” 

“No; I do not believe he has read my 
book yet.” 

“He will answer that part which re- 
fers to the buying of delegates at the 
convention of 1880.’’ 


“I shall be glad to read his argu-- 


ment. My relations with Gen. Alger 
have been pleasant. I simply wrote his 
history. It was the agent who acted 
for him that I charged with doing the 
work.” : 

The Senator said he considered War- 
ner Miller a strong man, and remarked 
that he had made an able Senator. He 
then turned his attention to Secretary 
Carlisle’s speech. The basic error of 
the speech, he maintained, was the 
Secretary’s idea that the legal-tenders 
could be done away with entirely. It 
could not be done. He said this in. 
substance: 

“The great mistake was in the way 
the Democratic administration,, had 
tampered with the gold reserve.’ tt 
should have issued short bonds of five 
years duration, which the pecple here 
would have taken up quickly at 3 per 
cent., and with this paid the expense of 
the government, instead of entrenching 
on the gold reserve. The short bonds, 
of course, would have been paid for in 
legal tender. Instead of doing this, the 
administration permitted domestic and 
foreign bankers to clear $11,000,000 by 
selling bonds for gold. at 4 per cent. 
Carlisle’s plan of last night is not 
practicable. There are 3000 national 
banks, and it would not do, in order 
to have currency, to take the gold 
out of the United States Treasury and 
scatter it about in the banks to re- 
deem that which had been issued by 
these banks.” 

The Senator said he did not know 
when the Republicans would be able 
to organize the Senate. When it came 
to an issue in regard to currency he 
thought the Bast would be against the 
West. As long as Cleveland was Pres- 
ident there would be no silver legis- 
lation, because he favored sound 
money. 


INDIANA IN TRAINING. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Nov. 20.—The Re- 
publican meeting today was the largest 
ever held by the leaders of the party 
in this State in an off year. The meet- 
ing was called for the purpose of 
holding a conference and allowing the 
candidates to push their individual 
booms for office. With the understand- 
ing that Harrison is a candidate, and 
the expectation that he will be the 
nominee, there is a horde of candidates 
for the several positions; Nineteen can- 
didates for Governor head. the list. 

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 20+-A special dis- 
patch from Washington says that a 
Cabinet officer says that in all prob- 
ability the Président’s message would 
not contain a direct recommendation 
for increased revenue, but that it 
would urge the issue of the Allison ex- 
chequer notes to provide for current ex- 
penses, and possibly to be used as the 
means of retiring the greenbacks. In 
spite of the plans of the Republican 
leaders for the avoidance of a tariff 
fight at this session, many of the 
newly-arrived members are determined 
to keep up the-battle. Represéntative 
Tawney of Minnesota said: | 

“The sentiment of the Republicans 
in my State is in favor of a conserva- 
tive revision of the tariff on straight- 
out Republican lines. We believe that

LAFE PENCE AND HIS CONTRACT. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.—Lafe Pence 
of C do, who came into Congress on 
the Western silver wave of 1892, and 
who went out on the Republican tidal 
wave of 1394, is in Washington. He 
made something of a hit as a Populist 
orator in the Fifty-third Congress, but 
on the expiration of his term settled 
in New York State, where he engaged 
in business with ex-Congressman Haines. 
Pence will remain some time in Wash- 


ington as a looker-on. To a reporter 
he sald: 


“Haines and I made an agreement to 
devote ourselves entirely to business for 
five years. It is not always the easiest 
thing in the Worldto carry out anagree- 
ment such as Haines and I made: Now 
and then an occasion rises in which we 
have to draw the contracts on each 
other. Some time ago Haines wanted 
to attend a county convention, but I 
brought out the contract and he kept 
away. He stands ready to draw it on 
me at any suggestion on my part to mix 
up in political matters. This contract is 
a very clear and binding one, and it was 
witnessed by our Wives, who are ‘de- 
termined to see that we do not forget it. 
If I had not gone out of politics I think 
I would soon have trouble in keeping 
up my life insurance, for pulitics meant 
too little money and too much expense. 
I am now working for the Pence family. 

When a meeting was held to wel- 
come Amos Cummings in New York City 
I at first thought I could not attend, 
and it was the funniest political meet- 
ing I ever saw. In fact, it was not po- 
litical at all and that was the reason 
I could attend it without breaking my 
contract. There were old soldiers, Re- 
publicans and almost everybody except 
Democrats there. It was simply an 
outbreak of evidence of Mr. Cummings’s 
great popularity. All that wassaidat the 
meeting was about Amos Cummings, 
and you could not tell from the speeches 
whether Amos Cummings was a Dem- 
ocrat or a Republican.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Nov. 20.—The 
Citizens’ Executive Committee having 
charge of the popular movement to 
secure the holding of the next Na:

Everything depends on this delega- 
tion. The ~ mer comprising it .must 
necessarily be of the kind who will 
have influence with the Repypblican 
National Committee, and who have 
the ability to present San Francisco's 
claims and wishes in a convinging and 
effective manner. 

“Too much care cannot be exercised 
in the selection of this committee,’ 
said ex-Senator A. P. Williams. ‘“‘We 
have an abundance of g material, 
I will admit, but we must have the 
best.

His wife instituted -proceedings for a 
divorce a few weeks ago and a de- 
cree of separation was granted her on 
Tuesday of this’ week. He finds it 
impossible to raise mdéhey enough to 
pay his bill, and altogether Balien dis- 
covers himself in a very unenviable 
Ppredicament,, which he attributes di- 
rectly, to the ingratitude of Ezeta.

MILLERS UP IN ARMS. 


THEY DEMAND THE REPEAL OF 
THE WILSON LAW. 


Millions of Dollars a Year Lost to 
Them in Trade With Cuba 
Alone—The Reciprocity Clause 
is Wanted. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) . 

CHICAGO, Nov. 20.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The millers are up in arms 
against the Wilson law, and have re- 
solved to unite in an appeal to Con- 
gress for a reciprocity clause relat- 
ing to flour exports. Spain, in par- 
ticular, has put a prohibitory tariff on 
American winter wheat, and American 
millers have been losing millions of 
dollars a year in trade with Cuba 
alone. The mijlers have been afraid to 
estimate the entire loss to the trade 
in the export business with Spain and 
France 


Action was first taken in the mat- 
ter of protection of millers by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Millers’ 
League at Indianapolis last night. 
This organization is composed of the 
leading millers of Illinois, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, Kentucky and Tennesee. M. H. 
Davis of Shelby, O., is president of the 
association. He was instructed to 
proceed to Washington and do every- 
thing in his power to secure the re- 
enactment of the reciprocity clause of 
the McKinley law, which was 
by the passage of the Wilson bill. He 
was also instruted, if this was 
impossible, to endeavor to obtain leg- 
islation equally as liberal as that con- 
tained in the McKinley law, as it was 
held that by no other means could any 
material extension of foreign trade be 
secured. 

The committee asserted that the re- 
peal of the reciprocity clause had dam- 
aged export trade several millions bar- 
rela of flour annually, cutting off at 
least 1,000,000 barrels in Cuba alone. 
The. National Millers’ .Assqciation 
determined to act in concert with the 
Millers’ League, and a special .com- 
mittee will go to Washington this win- 
ter to make an appeal for an extension 
of the foreign trade.

and 133d degrees of west longitude

channel called Portland Channel, as 
far as the point of the continent where 
it strikes the 56th deg. of north lati- 
tude: and from this last-mentioned 
point the line of demarcation’ shall 
follow the summit of the mountains 
situated parallel to the west as far as 
the point of intersection of the l4lst 
degree of west longitude (of the same 
meridian:) and finally from the same 
point of intersection, the said meridia 
line of the l4lst degree, in its pro- 
longation as far as the Frozen Ocean, 
shall form the limit between Russian 
and British possessions on the conti- 
nent of America to the northwest.

MORAL EQUALITY. 


The Women Believe it is for Both’. 
Sexes. 


A large crowd of interested women 
were present yesterday afternoon at the 
meeting held at the First Baptist 
Church, the sixth in the course of pop- 
ular addresses now being, given under 
the auspices of the W.C.T.U. 
Anna 8. Averill read a very strong pa- 
per on “Moral Equality for Both 
Sexes.” “In the national childhood of 
Israel, the Mosaic law, given from 
heaven, held men and women equally 
amenable to moral obligations and 
equally punishable. But, in the swing 
from the uprightness of God's ruling 
into the cruelty of man’s inventions, 
this righteous attitude of the sexes be- 
came wholly subverted, as the nation 
worked out its own splendid or disas- 
trous career. The utter passing away 
of one powerful oriental monarchy 
after another, the decay, corruption 
and cruelties of those that yet maintain 
a form of life in their senility and de- 
crepitude, may be traced with entire 
accuracy to woman's unrighteous deg- 
radation, and to the inequality of leg- 
islation for the wrongs and woes of her 
hapless condition. In proportion as 
the Anglo-Saxon peoples have been 
true to justice and equal laws have they 
stood in the van of all other nations in 
prosperity and. enlightenment. In the 
beginning of this century men could 
beat their wives and be tolerated, and 
their aét condoned by public sentiment. 
It is the proud boast of the last quar- 
ter of this century that women, either 
actually or prospectively, stand side by 
side with men in all that conduces to 
moral renovation, social purity and 
righteous law. But one great gulf is 
yet to be spanned before we stand upon 
the highest plane and are safe from the 
disintegrating elements that have been 
the ruin of other nations. This is the 
demand of the time in which we live, 
of the future upon which are projected 
the principles and deeds of the present: 
Positive, unyielding, uncompromising 
moral equality for both sexes, not only 
in law and penalt-, but in public senti- 
ment and decree. ’ 

The speaker closed with an earnest 
appeal to the women to use their vote, 
if ever it be granted them, first of all 
and always, for the removal of all false 
and vicious distinctions in dealing with 
this burning question of social purity.

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


Surburban Residents Can Not Enjoy 
Fire Protection Advantages. 

The question of allowing the fire de- 
partment to respond to calls for assist- 
ance from persons living outside the 
city limfts was discussed yesterday 
morning, at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners. 

Chief Moore said that a number of 
alarms have been turned in during the 
past several weeks which have proved 
to be for fires in the suburban districts. 
He wished the commissioners to in- 
struct him in the matter, and state 
whether or not the engines should re- 
spond to alarms not in the city proper. 

“Those people,” said Mayor Rader, 
had the privilege some time ago of com- 
ing into the city and enjoying the bene- 


‘fits of city life, including fire protection, 


As they did not see fit to do so, I don’t 
see why they should be shown any par- 
ticular consideration.’ This appeared 
to be the sentiment of the remainder 
of the board, and a motion was accord- 
ingly adopted, by which the fire appar- 
atus of the department is forbidden to 
be taken beyond the city limits without 
the permission of the commissioners 
having first been obtained. 

Upon the recommendation of Chief 
Moore the applications of the following 
persons to use gas and steam engines 
were granted by the board: Snook & 
Morton, 421-423 Alpine street; Los An- 
geles Casket Company, 759 Upper Mafn 
street; J. S. McGilray, Second and 
Spring streets. The petitions of Doty 
& Lindsay, 655 Buena Vista street; D. 
C. Wilgus, 144 West Sixteenth street; 
Co-operativ lalists, 645 Upper Main, 
for permissiog to o te engines and 
a blackmith férge, w referred to the 
chief. The chief reported the practice 
drills of the various companies as nayv- 
ing taken place under his supervision.

“I wish to call your attention to the 
fire escape which your Honorable Body 
inspected on the Los Angeles Daily 
Times building on the 13th ult. I am 
prepared to manufacture and place 
these escapes on buildings in your city. 
But in order to do this I find it neces- 
sary to have your endorsement and 
permission. I therefore take this 
means of bringing the matter before 
your Honorable Body, and trust it will 
meet with your favorable considera- 
tion.” This communication was or- 
dered filed. 

When the Commissioners came ,to 
the auditing of the usual demands and 
requisitions, a number of bills were 
f that needed revision. One of 
t was from a carriage maker, Mr. 
Maloney, who presented a bill of $125 
for making some repairs on a hook and 
ladder truck. This was considered an 
exorbitant charge and the bill was cut 
to $75. Engine No. 7 was discovered 
some time ago to be in a leaky and un- 
safe condition, and was accordingly 
taken to Liewellyn’s foundry for repairs. 
The foundrymen refused to say what 
the expense of the repairing would be, 
other than to hint that it would mount 
up into the hundreds. The Commis- 
sioners, in a similar case, were once 
mulcted in the sum of $2000 for repairs, 
and, dreading a repetition of the oc- 
currence, instructions were given the 
Chief to have the engine dismantled 
and not to have the repairs made if 
the cost exceeds $300. 

The monthly pay-roll of the depart- 
ment, amounting to $4745, was abproved 
and the Commission then adjdurned.

CUPS, 
Death is Declared to on Ge the 
Sacred Chalices. 

Health Officer Steddom receiyed yes- 
terday morning’ a lengthy ument 
from an Oakland minister} who claims 
to be a physician as well, in which the 
Board of Health of this cityis requested 
to take cognizance of the evils that re- 
sult from the use of a public or common 
communion cup. 

The author of the communication is 
evidently an enthusiast upon the sub- 
ject, as he devotes about four type- 
written foolscap pages tO an explana- 
tion of his theme. After reciting in 
detail the dangers that*lurk in the pro- 
miscuous use of a communion cup, and 
spreading before the members of the 
Board of Health the*good they may 
accomplish and the glory they may at- 
tain by taking the ‘initiative in this 
métter, the Oakland gentleman con- 
cludes his letter with the following 
summary of his case: ; 

“No minister of the gospel or deacon 
in passing wine @ communicants under 
18 years of age, Shall permit (or ought 
to permit) any Such communicant to 
drink from the ¢hp where another has 
previously drank without first suffi- 
ciently cleansing the edge presented in 
the presnce of the person about to com- 
municate. 

“No minster of the gospel or deacon, 
shall allow (or ought to allow) any com- 
municant er the age of 18 years to 
drink from ly of wine from which

“Previously to every service of the 
Holy Communion ali the Véssels to be 
used shall be completely immersed in 
boiling water, to which has been added 
sufficient bicarbonate of soda to make 
a &trong alkaline solution.

LOOKS LIKE BUSINESS. 


The New Telephone Company is Pre- 
paring for Constraction. 

Bonds to the amount of $31,500 were 
filed by Herman de Laguna, with the 
City Clerk yesterday, this being the 
amount required by the ordinance 
granting Mr. de Laguna a telephone 
franchise. 

The first bond is for $1500, and is 
given to guarantee the receipt by the 
city of 1% per cent. of the company’s 
gross earnings for the two years end- 
ing November 1, 1897. The sureties on 
this bond are: John Rebman, C. ; 
Dodge and H. de Laguna. The second 
bond, for $30,000, is required by the 
city to guarantee the fulfillment of the 
conditions by’ which the grantee of tie 
franchise agrees to replace in proper 
condition all streets or alleys that may 
be torn up in the construction of the 
telephone system. The sureties on tits 
bond are: Mr. Dodge, C. de Camp, John 
Rebman and H. de Laguna. These men 
are supposed to have obtained the con- 
tract for furnishing the lumber to be 
used in the building of the*system, and 
hence act as sureties on Mr. de La- 
guna’s bond. In addition to these bonds 
Mr. de Laguna addresses the following 
communication to the City Council: 

“By sec. 8 of that certain telephone 


franchise granted unto me, as passed | 


and adopted on the liith inst., we are 
required to furnish eighty telephones 
for the use of the city. Will the Cour 
cil kindly instruct the proper official 
or committee to prepare a list of the 
places and locations where these tele- 
phones are to be installed. We desire 
this information as speedily as possi- 
ble, that our engineer may be enabled 
to make estimates and calculations’ for 
material as close and correct as possi- 

e. 

“I also beg to submit for the approval 
of your honorable body that it is our 
imtention to construct and lay our con- 
duits similar in character and manner 
to those used by the Sunset Telephone 
and Telegraph Company, using the op- 
posite sides of the streets, in the dis- 
tricts where conduits are required, that 
are now occupied by the condults of 
the Sunset Telephone and ,Telegraph 
Company, together with all the neces- 
sary appurtenances as allowed by the 
ordinance, and.that where poles are 
erected (and we shall endeavor, as far 
as possible, to avoid such streets now 
occupied by lines or poles,) the same 
will be placed the regulation distance 
apart, which is from 100 to 120 feet 
apart, or, In other words/we shall space 
them the same distance now allowed by 


the Sunset Telephone and Telegra 
Company.” 


CONNECTION TO BE MADE. 


An Important Compromise Reached 


by Two Sewer Contractors. 


From the agreement made yesterday 
between Contractors Darcy and Powell, 
it appears probable that the objections 
hitherto made by citizens in Séwer Dis- 
trict No. 3 to thé acceptance by the 
City Engineer and the Street Superin- 
tendent of the sewer work constructed 
by Capt. Darcy, will be done away with 
and the entire matter amicably ad- 
justed. 


It will be remembered that a lengthy 
protest against the acceptance of Capt. 
Darcy’s work was filed with the City 
Clerk last . This protest was 
printed in full The Times and re- 
cited a number of reasons @hy it would 
not be proper to accept the work. The 
chief objection seemed to be that no 
outlet could be obtained from the sewer 
system ofthe district, as Contractor 
Powell of-district No. 4, refused to al- 
low Capt: Darcy to connect with his 
system and thus obtain anoutlet. There 
was no possible way of forcing Mr. 
Powell to allow of such connection 
being made, and, up to yesterday, the 
contractor steadily refused to assent 
to the desired connection. He claimed 
that his attorney advised him against 
giving his consent to the plan as in 
some way his own work might suffer 
or he be unable to secure its accept- 
ance and make the necessary collection 
of assessments. But yesterday the two 
contractors got together and Mr. Pow- 
ell, at the’ close of the consultation, 
agreed to allow the two systems to be 
connected at the corner of Union and 
While this may 
not settle the disputed points between 
Capt. Darcy and the property-owners 
in Sewer District No. 3, those who are 
well informed as to the points involved 
claim that with the question of a 
proper outlet settled, the rest of the 
property-owners’ objections will vanish. 

Yesterday morning an additional pro- 
test against the acceptance of Capt. 
Darcy's work was filed with the City 
Clerk, in which the objections pre- 
viously made are reiterated and addi- 
tional ones are cited. This was filed, 
however, before Contractor Powell had 
agreed to allow the sewer systems to 
be connected, and consequently does 
not take this feature of the case into 
consideration. ‘The time for protests on 
this work expired yesterday, and the 
Council will accordingly consider the 
matter this morning.

The District Atterney Checkmates 
Mayne’s Latest Move. . 


Late yesterday afternoon warrants 
were sworn out for the arrest of W. 
J. Murphy, Mayne’s attorney, and Mrs. 
Clara Shipton on the charge. of ‘sub- 
ornation of perjury. The Distriet At- 
torney claims that Della Shiptén was 
wrought up to committing perjury by 
the efforts of her mother and Murphy, 
and that the real work Was done here, 
the child being taken te San Diego 
only to get her out of thiscdunty. _ 

As soon as Della’s affidavit was 
filed preparations were made by As- 
sistant District Attornéy Williams for 
drawing up the complaints, and a 
warrant for Mrs. Shipton’s arrest was 
telegraphed to San Diego by Sheriff 
Burr. As soon as she was under ar- 
rest Murphy was naifed here in Los 
Angeles, and both will be put under 
heavy bonds: 

Yesterday it was Deputy District At- 
torney Holton who asked for another 
continuance of the sentence of Clifton 
E. Mayne, as thé District Attorney 
wished to file davits refuting the 
document which Della Shipton had 
been induced tO sign.- The defense 
consented with large alacrity to the 
continuance, which was readily granted 
by Judge Smith. . 

Four affiddvits will be filed this 
morning by the District torney, 
completely upsetting Della Shipton’s 
latest story; which is claimed to be a 
fabrication from beginning to end. 
Della is said to be a vain, flighty child, 
easily won over by flattery and per- 
suasion, and the course taken with her 
as soon as her mother regained pos- 
session’ of her was such as to excite 
suspicion in the District Attorney’s 
office, that she would 4n some way be 
persuaded or terrorized into denying 
her testimony. The affidavit filed yes- 
terday was not unexpected, and the 
prosecution does not seem at all dis- 
turbed by it, as it is claimed that 
every statement contained in the affi- 
davit can easily be overthrown. 

The counter-affidavits are four in 

umber, and are made by Constable 

arry Johnston, Elsie Shipton and 
Mr. and Mrs. Wright. Mr. Johnston 
asserts that he subpoenaed Mrs. Ship- 
ton. and Della in San Francisco and 
brought them down to the preliminary 
examination. He purposely refrained 
from speaking to Della on the subject 
of her .testimony, not wishing to in- 
fluence her in any way. Della did not 
even see the Wrights before the pre- 
liminary examination, and her testi- 
mony given then was substantially the 
same as ‘the evidence she gave at the 

1. 

‘This earlier testimony ‘will be intro- 
duced by Mr. Holton today, and the 
perfect'consistency in the statements of 
the little girl, made on the stand at the 
preliminary examination and subse- 
quently at the trial, will be shown. 
This practically disposes of the entire 
question of undue influence exerted by 
the’ Wrights. 

Eisie Shipton makes affidavit that she 
was with Della almost all the time 
they were staying at the Wrights, and 
that during that time she never heard 
either Mr. or Mrs. Wright say any- 


«thing to Della with reference to what 


she should testify, except to tell her 
that she must be careful to say nothing 
that was not the exact truth. Elsie 
says that no threats were ever made to 
Della, or any means taken by the 
Wrights to influence her testimony; 
and she also flatly contradicts the state- 
ment of Della, in her affidavit, that she 
knew of nothing wrong that Mayne had 
done, Della was perfectly aware of 
what transpired on the night of March 
30, and distinctly heard Mayne enter 
the room. She had often spoken of it 
to Elsie afterward. 

Elsie further states that Della wrote 
all the letters she wanted to while stay- 
ing at Mrs. Wright's, and that, far 
from taki®@g her postage stamps away 
from her, Mr. Wright would have given 
her more ff she had chosen to ask for 
them at any time. The two girls were 
permitted to see any one who called at 
the house, unless it happened to be an 
emissary of Mayne’s. They were both 
instructed by the District Attorney not 
to see or talk to any one who called in 
the interest of the defendant. 

Elsie states positively that Della did 
not, in any way, fear Mrs. Wright, and 
that her testimony was rot influenced 
by any one, being only the same facts 
that she had told the afflant repeat- 
edly before the trial. 

With regard to Della’s statement that 
both: girls had told their miother on the 
day of the preliminary examination 
that Mayne had done nothing to injure 
them, Elsie positively denies that any 
such thing was said by either of them. 
She also asserts that fheir mother did 
not want Della to go to San Francisco 
with her, but agreed with Mrs. Wright 
that it was best for the girl to stay at 
the Florence Home until after the trial. 
There were no officers at Mrs. Wright's 
until after Della had returned from the 
Florence Home—some time during Sep- 
tember. Late in September Mr. Wright 
was appointed a deputy constable, but 
the girls were, never under guard. 

Elsie also denies that Mrs. Wright 
was always talking of this matter, and 
asserts that, on. the contrary, Mrs. 
Wright would request them to change 
the subject if, at any time, they began 
speaking of it. With regard to Della’s 
first affidavit, Elsie asserts that she 
made it of her own accord, and that 
Mrs. Wright told her not to sign it un- 
less it were true in every respect. 

Mrs. Jessica H. Wright, in her affi- 
davit, corroborates Elsie in every par- 
ticular, and further states that Della 
had been taken from the Florence 
Home to her house at the request of 
Sheriff Burr, who charged Mrs. Weight 
to be very careful of the child, as he 
was responsible for her appearance, 
and had given a bond of $2000. Con- 
stable Harry Johnston had nothing to 
do with taking Della from the Florence 


‘Home. Neither of the girls were in any 


way imprisoned or restrained, and used 
often to go out in the evenings with Mr. 
Wright. Della always appeared con- 
tented and willing to remain with Mrs. 
Wright, even requesting to be allowed 
to stay where she was when her 
mother made the attempt to have her 
deposition taken that she might take 
her away to San Francisco. 

Mrs. Wright emphatically denies 
that she ever attempted to influence 
Della’s testimony, or that she had ever 
expressed any animosity toward Mayne 
on account of business affairs.

Agitation of the question of 
milk supply has reached San 
nardino. Soon the cry for genuine la 
teal fluid will overspread the country, 


and the lowing of the cow will, per- 


haps, be once more heard in the land. 


Riverside is loading the first car of 
oranges for the season, and it will be 
shipped in a few days, fully one month 
in advance of the shipments of last 
year. They are of the Washington na- 
vel variety and from the grove of J. T. 
Ritchey. This, dowbtless, will be the 
first car of oranges shipped from the 
State this year. 


In Pasadena, as well as in other 
cities, public attention is being called 
to the danger of infection from water- 
ing troughs where horses are permit- 
ted to drink indiscriminately. Unless 


‘great care and scrupulous cleanliness 
‘are exercised, these troughs are likely 
-to transmit dangerous disease germs 


from one horse to another. 


The unsanitary conditions prevailing 
in certain quarters of Pasadena are 
receiving attention. It may not be to 
the liking of real estate speculators, 
but it is better that such a condition 
should be exposed and remedied than 
that it should be withheld from pub- 
He view and continue to be a breeding 
place for contagious diseases. 


The fact that the milkmen of Los 
Angeles will form a combination to 
raise the price of milk because the 
city authorities will insist upon their 
selling only the pure, unadulterated 
article will be looked upon as a con- 
fession of guilt. The admission that 
pure milk cannot be sold for the prices 
that have been prevailing will put the 
stamp of dishonesty upon all who go 
into the combine. 


The danger of touching a match to 
stubble or dry grass during or soon 
after a hot dry wind from the desert 
was exemplified near Santa Ana Tues- 
day, when about $10,000 worth of ma- 
chinery went up in smoke by a fire that 
was. started a the barn just to 
burn off a little stubble. It is only af- 
ter an accident of this kind, it seems, 
that people realize that upon no consid- 
eration should a fire be started in dry 
grass or stubble, when these dry winds 
are blowing. 


Crime seems to run in a species of 
thermal belt, and just now a most dis- 
agreeable stratum of immorality is 
filling the criminal court with defend- 
ants whose particular line of offenses 
deserve the death penalty quite as 
much as murder. If these cases could

Twenty-nine dairymen who own 
9650 cows, and six milkmen who buy the 
milk they peddle from dairymen, met 
in the Odd Fellows’ building to form 
ae protective association last evening. 
J. L. Starr presided and S. J. Bibb 
acted as secretary. 

A committee appointed at the meet- 


ing of Saturday last to devise some’ 


plan by which a uniform schedule of 
prices could be maintained, and com- 
posed of J. W. Tarr, <A. Brunold, 
iliam M. Stevens and J. L. Starr, 
submitted a report which was received, 
but not adopted. It was the general 
opinion that the operation of the 
recommendations of the report should 
be postponed till other dairymen have 
been given an opportunity, at the next 
meeting, to join the association. 

At the next meeting, also, there will 
be submitted a constitution and, by 
laws, and the organization will enter 
upon the project of forcing the ped- 
dler of half-and-half milk to’ discard 
the inexpensive half. This will neces- 
sitate the establishing of such a sched- 
ule of prices as will insure a fair 
profit to the dairymen. 

It was frankly admitted by all who 
epoke of the cut-rates put in force by 
some dairymen that honest milk can- 
not be sold for $1.50 a month for a quart 
of milk a day. It seemed to be under- 
stood that several cutters of prices 
were present at the meeting, but none 
of them, denied the vigorous language 
po concerning their business meth- 


Though no formal vote was taken 
on the matter the consensus of opin- 
fon appeared to be that an endeavor 
should be made to enlist the aid of all 
dairymen, and to let those who adul- 
-terate milk suffer, and lend, at least, 
bee nag moral support to their prosecu- 

on.

THE UNSPEAKABLE CONDITION OF 
THE CHINESE WASHHOUSES. 


Clothes Are Laundered Under Con- 
ditions That Invite the Deadly 
Microbes — Open Cesspools and 
Lack of Proper Drainage Aggra~- 
wate the Situation. 


The announcement that the Board of 
Health would convene Thursday even- 
ing for the purpose of attending to some 
of the sanitary affairs of the city sug- 
gests that if that body devotes its en- 
tire time for the next few days to the 
investigation of the condition of the 
Chinese laundries and wash-houses in 
Pasadena its labors will be applied 
where they will do some good. It is 
said that, the condition of affairs there 
is not entirely unknown to the city 
officials, as it has been spoken of more 
than once in their presence, but not 
until the community is aroused to the 
‘dangers of those conditions will any 
positive steps be taken to remedy them. 

It will cost somebody something in 
dollars and certs, and there are owners 
of houses who care very little about 
the menace. to life and health if. they 
receive regularly the payment for. the 
rent of the places in which Chinamen 
ply their vocation. Four of these wash- 
houses on Fair Oaks avenue are said 
by a citizen who investigated them 
thoroughly today and made a report at 
this office to be unspeakably filthy. 
Open cesspools fifteen feet wide, and 
perhaps twenty-five feet deep, reeking 
with contamination, give forth their 
microbes of disease, directly under the 
lines covered with wet clothing. These 
cesspools are only covered with loose 
boards, to prevent anyone falling ty, 
and have not been cleansed within the 
memory of man. Clothing of invalias, 
consumptives and well people is dried 
where it has the best chance in the 
world to be saturated with disease 
germs in the process, and when the 
clothes come home from these laundries 
the citizen receives along with them an 
assorted lot of microbes, which require

Those who have the best interests of 
Pasadena at heart will support the 
board in any and every effort made for 
the betterment of the sanitary condi- 
tion of the city, and it is certain that a 
petition, coming from the board, recom- 
mending that the City Council compel 
all persons living along the line of 
sewers whose cesspools, upon inspec- 
tion by the health officer, are pro- 
nounced unsanitary, to make connec- 
tions with the sewer, would receive 
prompt attention. These matters re- 
quire vigorous treatment, and though 
the rectification of errors in sanitation 
may cost something, that cost will be

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 
The government receipts for ten 
months of this year were $272,285,000, 


‘against $278,449,000 for the same period 


in 1894. The expenditures were, in the 
same time, $309,942,000, against $319,- 
798,000. The net deficit was $37,657,000, 
aginst a net deficit for the same months 
im 1894, $41,349,000. 


NEW YORK IMPORTS AND EX- 
PORTS. The imports of merchandise 
at the port of New York for ten months 
of 1895 were $442,663,223, against $368,- 
025,679 for the same months in 1894, an 
increase, so far, of nearly $75,000,000. 

The exports of merchandise from the 
the port of New York, exclusive of 
specie, for the ten months ended Octo- 
ber 31, were $288,530, against $307,706,343 
during the same period of 1894. This 
shows that while the imports, as stated 
above, increased nearly $75,000,000 the 
exports decreased over $19,000,000. 

BULLION IMPORTS AND §EX- 
PORTS. From January 1 to November 
14 the exports of bullion from New 
York were about $71,000,000 in gold and 
about $33,000,000 in sliver.

FRANCE’S PRUNE CROP. Advices 
from France are that the prune crop 
of that country for this year does not 
exceed 16,000,000 pounds. This is only 
about one-third of the crop of Califor- 
nia. The stock of old prunes in France, 
which was about six million pounds, 
has been distributed, so that the quan- 
tity on hand in that country is not 
sufficient for its own consumption. 
Demands will be made on the Hunga- 
rian and Servian crops, but as they 
are not over, large this year the prob- 
— are that France will still be 
short. 

This would be a good year for some 
of our large shipping firms to experi- 
ment with California prunes on the 
French market. October prices in 
Bordeaux in October. ranged from 
4 cents a pound for

figures would indicate a safe ven- 
ture on the larger sizes, the prices 
being much higher than the same sizes 
are quoted on our Eastern markets. 
On the Chicago market last week 50's 
to 60's were at 6% to 6% cents 4 pound, 
while at Bordeaux the corresponding 
sizes were quoted at 14 cents a pound. 


OLIVE GROWING. The increasing 
demand for California olive oil 
pickled olives will lead to incre 
planting of olive graves in Southern 
California. It is now well demon- 
strated that the olive tree does better 
south of the Tehachapi Mountains than 
any place north of them on the Pa- 
cific Coast. This is chiefly due to the 
absence of hot north winds during the 
blossoming period. Where those hot 
winds prevail during the months of 
May and June the olive tree will never 
yield a paying crop. The hot winds 
do not perceptibly injure the foliage 
of the tree, but they completey de- 
stroy the blossoms, shriveling them up 
and causing them to fall to the ground. 

Rev. C. F. Loop of Pomona, who 
grows olives, and who has devoted 
much time to the study of the indus- 
try, draws attention in a paper read 
before the Farmers’ Institute, of what 
he considers the best pickling varieties, 
He has in all about twenty different 
kinds, among them six of the larger 
varieties for pickling. He gives the 
preference to the Sevilliano, sometimes 
called Hispania, on account of the 
beauty of the tree and the largeness 
of the fruit which is more evenly dis- 
tributed on the -branches than 
some other kinds. The Ascolano, or 
white olive of Ascola, Italy, is another 
variety of first rank. Then follow the 
Agostino, Santa Catarina and Segalis, 
the markedfeatures of which are the 
whiteness of the pulp and the freedom 
with which the bitterness is discharged 
from the pulp in the process of pick- 
ing. 

These varieties mentioned are espe- 
cially adapted for pickling ,and not 
for oil. The oil made from them 
would be of a coarse character. The 
only olive grown here which combines 
the double virtue of being good for 
oil and good for pickling is the Carni- 
cabra, or as it is more generally 
known, the Mission. 

The demand for California olive oil 
is always in excess of the supply, and 
when it is stated that prices in job- 
bing lots are $12 a case of one dozen 
quarts of No. 1 quality, and $13 a case 
for two dozen pints, with only a lim- 
ited quantity to be had, even at those 
prices, it is easy to see there is a large 
margin for profit on a good yielding 
olive grove.

SANTA ANA. 


Street-rallway Accident at Anaheim. 
A Runaway Tramp Recaptared. 
New Town to be Started—City 

Trustees’ Meeting—News Notes. 


SANTA ANA, Nov. 20.—(Regular Cor- 
respordence.) George W. Griffith, one of 
the most extensive ranchers in this 
county, is between $8000 and $10,000 
poorer today than he was yesterday 
morning. His son unfortunately started 
to-burh some stubble around the large 
bern down on the San Joaquin ranch, 
where Mr. Griffith had nearly all of his 
farming implements, consisting of cul- 
tivators, heading wagons, threshing ma- 
chines, steam engines, etc., stored. The 
dry winds of the past week from the 
desert have made the stubble as dry, 
almost, as powder, so that when Mr. 
Griffith Jr. touched the match the fire 
was beyond his control in almost less 
time than it takes to tell it. It spread 
rapidly and soon reached the barn. None 
of. the machinery or implements to 
amount to anything were saved, and 
the loss was as above stated, between 
$8000 and $10,000. There was $1500 in- 
surance on the machinery and $250 on 
the barn.. All the rest is a total loss. 
Mr. Griffith has over 50,000 sacks. of 
barley of his own raising stored now, 
an on., account of the  prevail- 
ing. low price ofthis. grain this 
ear, had intended to give up 
tley farming on the San Joaquin. 
He was contemplating moving his ma- 
chinery and implements over to Fair- 
view, where he now resides, in.a few 
days, and next year he was going to 
experiment on a large scale in bean

Hairbreadth Escape of a Boy 
Thrown from a Horse—Electric 
Street Lighting Extension—Quaes- 
\tion of Pure Milk Supply—A 
Charch Wedding. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 20.—(Reg- 
ular Correspondence.) Coroner Keating. 
Was called to Ontario yesterday to hold 
an inquest over the remains of Alexan- 
der McGlachan, who had been found 
dead in bed... 

The result of the inquest was a vir- 
dict that death was caused by natural 
Causes, and, without an autopsy, both. 
Dr. Keating and Dr. Watson of Ontario 
were satisfied that death was due to 
fatty degeneration of the heart. 

Alexander McGlachan was 57 years of 
age, and a native of Canada. He had 
resided in Ontario only a year, having 
come to Southern California for the 
sake of his child’s health. He was not 
strong, and in recent years had taken 
on flesh so much that the least exertion 
was accomplished only with an effort. 

On Monday afternoon, having eaten 
a hearty dinner, he lay down to rest, 
and a little later Mrs. McGlachan came 
into the room and found life extinct, 
he having passed away as if asleep. 
The deceased left a widow and one 
child. :

In singular contrast with the fact 
that the milkmen have organized to 
act in the matter of milk inspector's 
enforcement of the ordinance requir- 
ing the sale of pure milk its the fact 
that dairymen have organized to re- 
strict ‘ahd as far as possible prevent 
the sale of butterine. 

Dealers in butterine are required to 
pay a government tax, as do dealers 
in liquor or tobacco. The license for 
wholesale dealers is $40 per month 
each, and the license for retailers is 
$4 per month each. There are abotit 
six licensed retail dealers in the city, 
and two wholesale dealers. 

No record of the names of the deal- 
ers in the compound which is made 
to seem like biitter is required to be 
kept for publia Inspection in the local 
internal revenue office, but the names 
may be obtained Im the office of that 
department at San Francisco. 

Each dealer is required to obtain a 
license every month, and to that end 
he files in the office in this city an 
application for a license, either whole- 
sale or retail, as the case may be. 
Bach application thus received is for- 
warded to the San Francisco office of 
the department and the license is is- 
sued from that office. 

Each wholesale dealer in the com- 
pound is required to make report at 
the end of the month, showing to 
whom he has sold butterine, and how 
much of it he has sold to each. In 
this way the government officials are 
enabled to see that every retailer pays 
a license as required. 

This is as far as the government 
goes with the matter, and it does not 
protect the public by interfering with 
the sale of the butterine. 

A considerable check to the manu- 
facture and sale of the compound was 
effected temporarily by an act ap- 
proved at,the last session of the Leg- 
islature, prohibiting the use of coloring 
matter of amy description in butter 
compourids. obstacle is said to 
have been overcome, the manufac- 
turers of butterine claiming that they 
can make the article now without the 
use of coloring matter. 

Dairymen have for some time been 
organized for the, purpose of keeping 
the manufactu product from en- 
tering into competition with genuine 
butter, but thefr efforts thus far ap- 
pear to have not been very success- 
ful. It is @ fact that at frequent in- 
tervals large consignments of two or 
more carloads at a time reach Los 
Angeles from “the Eastern factories, 
and the general public has no knowl- 
edge as to how the stuff is disposed 
of or to whom. “This “bull butter’ is 
in fact eaten in ignorance of its true 
character. 


Indictment Adjudged Defective but 
Another Was Presented. 

The trial of Robert Hayes, charged 
with passing a raised bill, was re- 
sumed in the United States District 
Court yesterday morning. The case 
had been adjourned from Tuesday 
afternoon, at which time a motion to 
dismiss: was taken under considera- 
tion. The motion was on the ground 
that the indictment was defective in 
that it charged the defendant with de- 
frauding J. C, Compton when, as. a 
matter of fact, the name of that man 
was J. I. Compton. 

When court ‘convened yesterday 
morning Judge Wellborn instructed 
the jury to find the defendant not 
guilty, and the jury so found. An in- 
dictment by the grand jury charging 
Hayes with the same offense charged 
in the defective indictment .was at 
once presented, so it is probable he will 
have to stand trial the same as if 
the former indictment had not been 
adjudged defective. Z
